Algorithms are sets of logical rules or procedures which are 
formulated to obtain the solution of a specific problem. They 
are the framework upon which computer programs are 
written and as such can be employed in the investigation and 
solution of musical problems. In this informal lecture- 
demonstration, Professor Ciamaga will discuss various 
musical algorithms and their success in answering such 
questions as: 


Can a computer pass a Harmony exam? 
How "out of tune" can you get? 


Would Mozart use a personal computer if it was available to 
him? 


How does Bach sound like 30 degrees out of phase? 
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
